On est ... bilingual? 



There were many topics I toyed with this 
week for the Editorial, perhaps my last at 
the Quid. In the wake of our marathon LSA 
Council meeting, I thought about penning 
my thoughts on the new LSA Constitution 
and By-Laws or perhaps the upcoming JD- 
LLB referendum. I also debated writing 
about the non-response to Natai's articles 
- we've received no reply here at the Quid 
yet I can count upwards of a dozen people 
who informed me they planned to submit 
something. 

While all those topics would have made for 
decent Editorials - and one or more of 
these topics may find expression in an arti- 
cle next week - 1 decided to use this space 
this week to write about what's on my 
mind at the moment: Faculty Bilingualism. 
As some of you may have seen on Face- 
book, I hit a breaking point last week. I 
posted a status calling out several event in- 
vitations for being unilingual English de- 
spite being for Faculty-wide events. I later 
took it down because of a nice typo I made 
(oddly enough, on the word 'bilingualism') 
and because, well, frankly ... the response 
wasn't what I was expecting. 

At the outset, let me remind everyone that 
I'm not Canadian. I don't know what passes 
for bilingualism here generally, nor can I 
even pretend to be remotely cognizant of 
what qualifies as the norm for Quebec. 
What I do know, however, is that our Fac- 
ulty is linguistically unique and it's up to all 
of us to define what 'passive bilingual' 
means in practice. We must set this stan- 
dard and live up to it as a community. To my 
mind, no form of 'bilingualism' - however 
passive - is English-only.

gais. Cependant, je suis souvent frustre par 
le fait qu'il n'y a aucune presence du fran- 
gais. 

Pour preciser, si je prend comme exemple 
ces invitations sur Facebook pour le mois 
present, aucun d'eux ne contiennent un 
mot de frangais : « COMPETITIVE MOO- 
TING: COME WATCH YOUR PEERS PLEAD IN 
FRONT OF REAL JUSTICES! », « McGill Law 
Ski Trip!! », « HRWG Brown Bag Lunch: 
Where do women fit in public life? », « Film 
Screening: WAR DON DON », « Lunchtime 
Talk with the Honourable Marlene Jen- 
nings, PC, MP », « Stolen Sisters; roundta- 
ble discussion ». 

Sur Notice Board on observe le meme phe- 
nomene. En lisant le numero du 14 mars j'ai 
remarque quelques annonces dont le 
contenu est uniquement en anglais: 'EX- 
TERNAL ESSAY CONTESTS', 'FROM FIELD TO 
THE FACULTY: EXPERIENTIAL LEARNING 
THROUGH HUMAN RIGHTS INTERNSHIPS', 
'MCGILL STUDENT COLLOQUIUM ON 
HEALTH AND LAW: REPRODUCTIVE JUSTICE 
IN PLURALISTIC SOCIETIES', 'INTERDISCIPLI- 
NARY PANEL ON BREED SPECIFIC LEGISLA- 
TION', 'PRESENTING A NEW APPROACH TO 
ENDING IMPUNITY FOR SERIOUS VIOLA- 
TIONS OF ECONOMIC, SOCIAL, CULTURAL, 
AND ENVIRONMENTAL RIGHTS'. 

With the greatest of respect for the organ- 
izers and those who made the actual Face- 
book events (or typed the Notice Board 
announcement) there is - to my mind - no 
acceptable reason why some of these have 
no French content. For example, look at the 
first two Facebook invites - one is organ- 
ized by the Legal Methodology Programme 
and the other is an LSA event. Same goes 
for some of the Notice Board items, one of 
which came from the 4 th floor, for example. 
While I'd like to give everyone the 'over- 
sight' benefit of the doubt, there are far too 



often such 'oversights' at this Faculty. In 
fairness, it may be that some messages 
sent to invitees later were bilingual - but if 
the page is all you check out, English is all 
you see. 

Now, it's perfectly possible some of these 
events transpired entirely in English or 
were intended to - returning to the Face- 
book list, for the film screening and brown 
bag lunch, it's obvious the main 
content/purpose of the gathering is in Eng- 
lish. So, the question becomes, is there an 
obligation to include French on such invites 
nonetheless? Personally, I think out of re- 
spect for Francophone colleagues the an- 
swer is yes. I realize we can disagree on 
this, but I firmly believe that in our Faculty, 
even if it's a talk that will be in English, you 
should put parts of the invite in French, and 
go the next step and indicate "Ce 
discours/seminaire sera en anglais". 

Tout n'est pas unilingue. On retrouve quand 
meme sur Facebook certains evenements 
'CLA-ACE Coffeehouse' et 'Business 
Lunch/Dinner Workshop' pour lequels il y a 
du contenu dans les deux langues. Mais, le 
fait que seulement deux sur huit (un quart) 
des evenements sur Facebook ait du 
contenu en fran^ais n'est pas acceptable a 
mon avis. French content shouldn't be re- 
markable or novel for its presence in this 
Faculty. 

Let me be clear: I get that with our 'passive' 
bilingualism you have the choice to express 
yourself in either language; however, this 
implies you're consciously making the de- 
cision. My sense is that these communica- 
tions are not the result of people sitting 
down to write these things and weighing 
English vs French and then deciding one 
over the other; rather, I believe in many 
cases French is never given a first - let 
alone second - thought.

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If French were to be given due regard, I 
think people would hop on Facebook chat 
and hit up a Francophone colleague to 
check over a line or two. I notice this a fair 
bit at the Quid when someone sends me 
something to look over and I've often writ- 
ten back with 'You may want to put some 
French in this' - the response has NEVER 
been 'I decided this had to be in English'; 
it's always been 'Oops! I forgot' or 'Good 
point - it slipped my mind'. 

Quelle est la pire chose qu'on peut faire au 
sujet des invitations 'bilingues'? Ce serait 
de rediger une invitation ou une annonce 
pour laquelle le contenu en frangais est tel- 
lement « token ». J'entend par « token » 
une invitation en anglais avec I'ajout d'un 
« merci » ou d'un « venez en grand nom- 
bre » a la fin. Si vous remarquez qu'il vous 
manque du texte en frangais, il faut faire 
mieux qu'un simple ajout d'une courte 
ligne a la derniere minute. Il est difficile de 
definir exactement quel pourcentage de 
texte en frangais est necessaire, mais pour 
citer une phrase de la Loi sur la concur- 
rence, on peut utiliser le critere de l'« im- 
pression generale » pour nous guider. Pour 
un texte de trois paragraphes, un para- 
graphe en frangais c'est bien - pour un texte 
de douze paragraphes, un paragraphe n'est 
pas suffisant. 

Okay, so, why am I so upset about all of 
this? Several reasons, the first few of which 
are personal. While I took three of my 
classes in French first-year (delits, droit des 
biens, constitutionnel) I've taken nothing 
this year in French due the confluence of 
terrible scheduling of French courses and 
genuine lack of interest in some of the sub- 
jects offered. I feel my French is deteriorat- 
ing, and that just shouldn't happen at a 
bilingual (however passive) Faculty. Further, 
while I read the Quid to get a fix of written 
French, our French content level is paltry of 
late (Comment peut-on encourager les 
gens a soumettre des articles en 
frangais??). Lastly, in planning Skit Nite I 
was constantly worried the French content 
level was not sufficient or would be consid- 
ered token. When I expressed this to some- 
one, her response was 'Why do you care? 
If francos don't want to do it, it's their prob- 
lem'. 

While I understand the sentiment, I

strongly disagree. We have to make the en- 
vironment one where French is encour- 
aged. It's up to all of us - and in particular, 
the Anglos - we have to care about bilin- 
gualism too. Writing it off as an issue only 
for Francophone students is just not right. 
We too must give our bilingualism expres- 
sion and effect. 

Besides this Skit Nite conversation, two 
other things this week also set me off. At 
LSA Council, a VP made a presentation in 
French and then followed it with a com- 
ment I frankly think should never be made 
here - he said (paraphrased) "Should I say 
it again in English? Did everyone under- 
stand?" He meant it nicely and earnestly - 
a true 'I want people to understand'. I can 
think of plenty of times at LSA Council over 
the past three years when someone has 
presented in French and followed in English 
with "Did everyone get that?" or, worse (in 
my mind), prefaced a intervention with "I'm 
going to say this in English so everyone un- 
derstands", or, one I'm still bitter about 
from last year when a Francophone VP 
(who usually spoke iri French at meetings) 
started her presentation with 'I'm going to 
say this in English because it's important'. 
These comments NEVER happen in reverse. 

De plus, recemment au Quid, un article a 
ete soumis par un de mes amis franco- 
phones dans lequel le contenu etait majo- 
ritairement en anglais. Je lui ai demande 
pourquoi. La reponse? « I wrote in English 
so people would actually read it ». Ce n'est 
pas la premiere fois qu'on me donne ce 
genre de reponse, mais a chaque fois c'est 
troublant. 

Oui, dans la vie il faut prendre telles deci- 
sions strategiques pour etre lu, ecoute, ou 
generalement compris. Mais ICI? Chez 
nous? 'Passive bilingualism' cannot mean 
'bilingualism passed over in favour of Eng- 
lish'. 

Of course, you can flip this around on me 
and ask about my Quid work. It's true I 
don't always have content in French. I draw 
the line for myself between the Editorial 
page (where if I'm writing, I try to put 
something in French) and my regular sec- 
tion where it depends on the topic and 
what's up. Is this fair? Is this sufficient? I'm 
not sure. There's no clear answer. Is my 



ratio in this article sufficient? I m writing 
this piece largely in English as well because 
my 'beef' is with my fellow Anglos. 

Anywho, ce sujet a ete souleve au Conseil 
de I'AED cette semaine. Nous avons parle 
un peu de la situation des etudiants LLM - 
qui ne sont pas sous I'obligation d'etre bi- 
lingue - et le probleme qui se pose 
lorsqu'ils prennent des cours avec nous. Al- 
though I'm not sure on the details, it seems 
some discussion has occurred at Faculty 
Council as to whether grad students will be 
informed of the French content of a course 
beforehand, possibly with an indication of 
just how French-intensive a course is ex- 
pected to be. But, what concerns me was 
the comment of another council member 
whose experience in a class with many grad 
students was the professor discouraging 
the use of French entirely. 

In my experience last semester with Legal 
Education Seminar (in which there were 
many graduate and exchange students) 
there were awkward moments when one 
particular person would intervene in 
French and you could just see it washing 
over the faces of the grad and exchange 
students who didn't understand a word. I 
only found out later from a few of the Aus- 
tralian students that they had no idea the 
Faculty was bilingual in any way until they 
first heard French in class. 

Now, I'm not suggesting we limit ourselves 
to accepting only bilingual exchange or LLM 
students; this isn't possible. I just felt from 
the Council discussion that perhaps we're 
putting them ahead of our bilingualism. 
Sure, I can imagine that many LLMers come 
from abroad and bring in more tuition. I get 
this. I'm hoping that if this Faculty had un- 
limited resources there would be enough 
unique graduate courses so as to prevent 
the need to take any undergraduate classes 
as a grad student. Mixing us together, to my 
mind (and yes, I know there are some per- 
fectly bilingual grad students) discourages 
French use in a combined class. If I under- 
stood the conversation correctly, there is a 
desire to open up more undergrad courses 
to grad students - I believe this will result 
in discouraging the use of French. 

Simply put, just because we've acquiesced 
to a certain low level of bilingualism here 



does not mean it's acceptable or right. 
While a great deal of protecting our bilin- 
gual nature (whatever 'passive' means) 
rests with the administration, upon whom 
there is a greatest duty to be bilingual (and 
certainly there are critiques to be made 
that some of the communications from the 
4 th floor are unilingual English) it also 
means considering the impact of policy de- 
cisions on the encouragement or discour- 
agement of French. 'You can always speak 
French in class or write in it on your exam' 
isn't good enough if you'll feel like a jerk for 
speaking it when you know others in the 



room do not speak it at all and that they're 
under no obligation to be bilingual. 

Generally speaking, we students have an 
obligation to define and defend 'passive 
bilingualism'. While there's no rule mandat- 
ing it, I truly believe you should feel com- 
pelled to include French on anything you're 
sending that's Faculty wide. And, while I 
know it's the Canadian way to be polite, I 
don't think it's bad to call people out (in a 
nice way). If someone makes an invite 
that's unilingual English for something Fac- 
ulty-wide, I think it's okay to ask "Suis-je la 



bienvenue?"

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BREED SPECIFIC LEGISLATION: AN 
INTERDISCIPLINARY PERSPECTIVE 



On Tuesday, March 15th, the Student Ani- 
mal Legal Defense Fund (SALDF) hosted a 
panel in which three guest speakers, a 
veterinarian, a lawyer and a shelter con- 
sultant, explained their views on Breed 
Specific Legislation. Breed Specific Legisla- 
tion (BSL) ranges from restrictions and 
conditions on the ownership of certain 
dog breeds to outright bans, and often es- 
tablishes a legal presumption that certain 
breeds are prima facie "dangerous". Breed 
Specific Legislation has been the target of 
a number of legal challenges, both in 
Canada and abroad. 

Alanna Devine, diplomee de notre faculte 
et fondatrice du SALDF, a expose les argu- 
ments constitutionnels contre la BSL tels 
que souleves dans I'arret Cochrane v On- 
tario (AG). Le principal argument presente 
par Mme Cochrane est que ce type de leg- 
islation est contraire aux articles 7 et 
11(d) de la Charte Canadienne des droits 
et libertes en raison d'une definition ex- 
cessivement vague du terme « pit-bull ». 
Alors que le juge de premiere instance a 
accepte cet argument, la Cour d'Appel I 'a 
rejete. La Cour Supreme, quant a elle, a 
refuse d'entendre le cas. Mme Devine a 
egalement presente des arguments de 
politique publique defavorables a la BSL : 
absence de preuve d'efficacite en terme 
de reduction des incidents de morsure, 
difficultes duplication, coOts, etc. Elle a 
suggere aux citoyens concernes d'ap- 



procher leurs municipalites avec de tels 
arguments si celles-ci songent a adopter 
de la BSL. 

Dr. Enid Stiles, a veterinary behaviourist, 
explained that it is very unclear what a 
"pit-bull" actually is since it is a generic 
term that is used to describe several dif- 
ferent breeds, such as the American Pit 
Bull Terrier, American Staffordshire Terrier, 
Staffordshire Bull Terrier, as well as any 




mixed breed dogs that have certain physi- 
cal characteristics. Even canine geneticists 
can disagree as to whether a particular 
dog is really a "pit bull". In addition, Dr. 
Stiles argues that there is no proof that 
these dogs are any more aggressive or 
dangerous than other breeds and that ag- 
gressive behaviour depends on a number 
of factors in addition to genetics, such as 
experience, socialization, medical health 



and victim behaviours. She discussed an 
empirical study conducted in Germany 
which concluded that there is no signifi- 
cant difference in behaviour between "pit- 
bull" type dogs and Golden Retrievers. 

She also mentioned that in Britain, Spain 
as well as other countries, BSL was re- 
pealed after data came out showing that 
it had been ineffective in reducing the in- 
cidence of dog bites. 

Nicholas Gilman, un consultant qui a tra- 
vaille dans le domaine du bien-etre ani- 
mal et des refuges depuis plus de vingt-six 
ans, a constate qu'il y a plus ou moins 
vingt deces par annee lies aux chiens aux 
Etats-Unis. Dans la moitie des cas, un 
chien de type « pit-bull » etait implique, 
et plusieurs de ces cas impliquaient 
plusieurs chiens attaquant en meme 
temps. Par contre, il a observe que dans 
95% des attaques, le chien causant des 
blessures mortelles n'etait pas sterilise. II 
suggere done que la sterilisation pourrait 
mieux contrer ce probleme que la BSL. 
Currently in Montreal, Hampstead, St-Lau- 
rent, and Lachine, as well as other bor- 
oughs, have either complete bans or 
restrict the ownership of "pit-bull" type 
dogs. The issue is one that is becoming of 
greater importance as citizens and dog 
owners attempt to reconcile their differ- 
ing views. SALDF would like to thank the 
LSA and DDF for their support in this 
event.

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WOMEN'S CAUCUS VISIT 
TO OTTAWA 



On February 21-22nd, about 16 female law 
students from all years used their the free 
-time afforded by the Reading reading 
Week week to go discover our national cap- 
ital and see what it has tocould teach us 
about the law. This trip was organized for 
the first time this year by the Women's Cau- 
cus and was a great success. It is my hope 
that it will continue to grow in future years, 
adding more activities and getting more 
students toprompting participateparticipa- 
tion in ever-greater numbers. 

The activities the participants could choose 
from includedParticipants were able to 
choose from a range of activities, including: 
attending to trials at the Supreme Court on 
both mornings, taking a guided tour of the 
Supreme Court and a meeting with Justice 
Rosalie Abella, a meeting with the Conflict 
of Interest and Ethics Commissioner Mary 
Dawson, and a attending a cocktail at Sack 
Goldblatt Mitchell LL. 

First, the trials. I would begin by encourag- 
ing students to try to go watch a trial at the 
Supreme Court at least once during their 
degree. It is an amazing educational expe- 
rience; not only might these trials might in- 
fluence you or inspire you to think about 
the grey areas of the law, but it also teaches 
youobserving them is also a great way to 
learn about the art of pleading in front of a 
court. The two cases we had the opportu- 
nity to observe were Robert Katigbak c. So 
Majeste la Reine (on possession of juvenile 
pornography) and J.A. v. Her Majesty the 
Queen (on admission of fresh evidence in a 
sexual assault case). I was unfortunately 
unable to go to the first one, but I did go to 
the second one. Having taken a sexual as- 
sault law seminar last semester and 
presently taking a criminal evidence class, 
I felt very engaged with the legal questions 
in play and I found myself engaging in criti- 
cal thought and debates with my peer af- 



terwards. Moreover, I was very impressed 
by the pleading abilities of some of the 
counsels, and I felt that I was able to learn 
a lot from this. 

Second, the visit of tour of the Supreme 
Court and the meeting with Justice Rosalie 
Abella. This was an invaluable and rare op- 
portunity for all of us. I was surprised and 
comforted to see that I was not the only 
one that had never visited the Supreme 
Court of Canada before. It was great to fi- 
nally visit this important institution and 
learn more about its history. Then, Justice 
Rosalie Abella graciously accepted to meet 
with us for half an hour. She has, like many 
other Supreme Court judges, has an im- 
pressive professional background: she was 
appointed to the Ontario Family Court after 
only 4 years of practice; she served as a 
commissioner on the Ontario Human 
Rights Commission; she was Chair 
ofchaired the Study on Access to Legal 
Services by the Disabled; she was the sole 
Commissioner of the 1984 federal Royal 
Commission on Equality in Employment, 
creating the term and concept of " "em- 
ployment equity"; and the list goes on! We 
were therefore all very excited to meet her, 
but also a bit intimidated. Nevertheless, 
she proved to be a very approachable and 
good-humored person, and quickly put us 
at ease. What ensued was a candid conver- 
sation about the legal and judicial profes- 
sion, access to justice, her professional 
background and challenges for women in 
the profession. It was inspiring to see how 
she was still passionate about her work and 
how she never compromised her values or 
hesitated to take "controversial" positions 
even when it seemed like it doing so could 
restrain impede her professional advance- 
ment. 

Third, the visit with the Conflict of Interest 
and Ethics Commissioner, Mary Dawson. 



This McGill graduate was quite happy to re- 
ceive students and discuss in an open man- 
ner about her position and her background. 
Her position is a fairly new one, having 
been created in 2007 (although there had 
been a similar position before). The Com- 
missioner and her staff administer the Con- 
flict of Interest Act for public office holders 
and the Conflict of Interest Code for Mem- 
bers of the House of Commons. The Act and 
the Code set out a number of obligations, 
and prohibit various activities that involve 
conflicts between private and public inter- 
ests, or have the potential to do so. The 
Commissioner is also mandated to provide 
confidential advice to the Prime Minister 
about conflict of interest and ethics issues. 
This is the office that, for example, pub- 
lished the Cheques Report on the use of 
partisan identifiers on ceremonial cheques 
ond other props for federal funding an- 
nouncements. Despite the fact that this of- 
fice does play an important role as a 
"watchdog", very few people know about 
it. It was great to learn more about the role 
of this office, and have a sincere and open 
discussion with Commissioner Dawson 
about the various limitations the Acts. It 
was also great to discuss speak with her 
about her extensive experience as a legisla- 
tive drafter, having as someone who was- 
been actively involved in the drafting of the 
Clarity Act and of the Meech Lake Accord. 
Last but not least, we were invited for a 
cocktail at Sack Goldblatt Mitchell LLP. SGM 
is a medium-size firm and their Ottawa of- 
fice specializes in labour, human rights, and 
public interest law. They have been in- 
volved in notorious such well-known cases 
such as Jane Doe v. Metropolitan Toronto 
(Municipality) Commissioners of Police, Lit- 
tle Sisters Book and Art Emporium v. 
Canada and Halpern v. Canada. Moreover, 
their office has a majority of women 
lawyers, and share an office space with a 
feminist legal practice called Galldin Law 
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(yes, it exists!). It was quite a different experience from a big law 
firm cocktail and it was interesting to be exposed to this different 
model. Everyone was very welcoming and we had great discus- 
sions about the practice in of labour, human rights and public law, 
about work-life balance, finding a stage, etc. I am positive that 
this cocktail helped participants broaden their horizons about po- 
tential career paths and that it was a great networking opportu- 
nity.

I was very impressed by the fact that Justice Abella took the time 
to meet with us for half an hour after our tour. It was a rare and 
memorable opportunity to have a frank discussion about access 
to justice, the judiciary, and challenges faced by women in the 
legal profession with a Supreme Court justice in such an intimate 
setting. Her down-to-earth personality and humour made it all the 
more enjoyable. 

I also thoroughly enjoyed the cocktail at Sack Goldblatt Mitchell 
LLP. SGM’s Ottawa office is predominately female and they share 
an office space with a feminist legal practice called Galldin Law. 
We had one- on- one discussions with four of SGM's female 
lawyers and one from Galldin Law. We learned a lot about the day- 
to-day practice of labour, human rights, and public interest law. 
We also benefited a great deal from the lawyers' lawyers' personal 
stories as to how they ended up in that held of law, their views on 
the exodus of women from private practice, and their advice to 
those of us interested in public interest law and maintaining a 
work-life balance. All in all, this experience was most valuable due 
to the fact that each of us who participated now have a dynamic 
group of accomplished mentors willing to offer support and guid- 
ance in our future endeavours.
